FOUNDATIONS. 

Cement  concrete  foundations  and  a  bed  of  cement  concrete  over  whole  site. 

WALLS. 

All  walls  built  with  the  best  local  bricks  obtainable,  with  damp  course  of  slates 
or  asphalt.  External  red  facing  bricks,  where  so  shown  on  drawings,  best  quality 
local  bricks.  Where  walls  are  shown  finished  with  rough-cast,  they  are  first 
rendered  with  Portland  cement  and  sand  to  receive  same.  Where  brick  walls  are 
not  protected  by  rough-cast  or  tiling,  they  are  constructed  hollow.  Internally  the 
walls  will  be  finished  with  plaster.  The  weJIs  in  sculleries  of  the  larger  houses 
have  a  white  glazed  tiled  dado.

FLOORS. 

Floors  of  verandahs,  porches,  sculleries,  cloak  rooms,  and  lavatories  on  ground 
floor  paved  with  tiles  laid  on  cement  concrete  foundation.  Floors  of  halls,  kitchens, 
and  principal  rooms  of  larger  houses  laid  with  pitch-pine  wood  blocks.  All 
boarded  floors  in  narrow  widths,  ploughed  and  tongued. 

ROOFS. 

The  roofs  are  finished  with  |-inch  boeirding  covered  with  roofing  felt,  battened 
and  tiled  with  best  quality  sand-faced  tiles.     All  gutters,  flats,  and  flashings  of  lead. 

TIMBER    AND    JOINERY.

The  ingle-nook  is  specially  designed,  being  panelled  and  fitted  with  seats,  and 
having  two  small  vraidows  with  leaded  lights.  Sitting  room  and  hall  are  laid  with 
wood-block  flooring. 

The  first-floor  rooms  have  partly  sloping  ceilings.

IN  this  design,  as  in  the  "Cloister"  Cotteige,  by  the  same  architects,  one  reaJly 
large  room  is  provided,  and  if  desired,  a  second  large  room  might  be  obtained 

by  omitting  the  screen  dividing  the  hall  and  parlour.  Three  bedrooms  are 
shown  on  the  first  floor,  but  with  a  slight  adjustment  of  the  stairs,  an  extra 
bedroom  could  be  provided. 

The  joists  over  the  ground-floor  rooms  are  exposed  and  stained,  and  the 
walls  of    hall  and  vestibule  are     ned  with  stained  panelling. 

Externally  the  cottage  is  designed  as  far  as  possible  on  the  lines  of  an  old 
Sussex  cottage,  the  lower  part  of  the  walls  in  local  purple  stock  bricks,  the  first- 
floor  storey  being  tile-hung,  and  the  roof  covered  with  brown  tiles  of  a  warm, 
soft   tone. 

The  principal  windows  have  wood  frames  and  metal  casement  sashes  glazed 
with  leaded  lights,  the  "  leads  "  being  J  inch  wide. 

The  ground-floor  rooms  are  laid  with  pitch-pine  wood-block  flooring,  stained 
and    wax    polished.

THE  tile  roof,  rough-cast  walls,  and  half-timber  work  of  this  house  combine 
to  form  a  picturesque  exterior.  The  large  living  room,  with  its  spacious 
bay  and  ingle-nook,  and  porch  leading  to  the  garden,  forms  the  chief  feature  of 
the  design,  and  the  balcony  on  first  floor,  on  to  which  the  best  bedroom  and 
dressing  room  open,  should  prove  a  very  charming  addition.  Note  the  large,  fine 
living  room,  which  has  a  handsome  mantel  built  of  red  bricks,  with  stone  arch 
and  hobs,  and  a  wrought-iron  basket  grate.  The  floor  is  laid  in  pitch-pine 
wood  blocks,  as  is  also  the  hall  and  kitchen. 

The  sitting  room  has  a  tasteful  corner  ingle-nook  with  arch  and  panelled  dado. 

The  first-floor  rooms  have  partly  sloping  ceilings. 

The  windows  are  metal  casements  glazed  vsdth  leaded  lights. 

It  should  be  noted  that  with  very  slight  alteration  this  design  can  be  erected 
as  a  pair  of  semi-detached  cottages.

THIS  design  is  carried  out  in  stock  bricks  harmonising  well  with  the  red-tile 
roof,  the  latter,  with  its  long  slope,  giving  a  quiet  cottage-like  effect.  The 
upper  portion  of  the  central  gable  is  tile-hung,  the  windows  being  wood  casements 
glazed  with  leaded  lights. 

The  fireplace  in  the  spacious  living  room  is  designed  in  thin  red  bricks,  with 
an  old  oak  beam  and  shelf  and  ornamental  plaster  cove  over.  The  ceiling  of  this 
leirge-size  room  shows  the  joists,  which  are  stained  dark  with  plaster  slabs 
between,  and  the  walls  have  a  batten-panelled  dado. 

The  ground-floor  rooms  and  hall  are  laid  with  wood-block  flooring,  stained 
and  polished.

THIS  house  has  been  designed  with  a  view  to  economy  of  cost  combined  with 
an  artistic  effect. 

The  walls  are  built  of  brick,  rough-cast  down  to  a  red-brick  plinth. 

Tile  quoins  and  sills  are  used,  and  tile  bands  introduced  in  the  gables  for 
purpose  of  relief. 

The  roofs  are  covered  with  red  sand-faced  tiles  of  a  dark  colour. 

Wood  casement  frames  and  casements  with  thick  division  bars  are  used,  and 
green  shutters  are  introduced  to  the  front  windows  forming  a  frieze. 

All    internal    woodwork    is    kept    as    plain   as   possible. 

The  principal  rooms  are  finished  with  enamel  paint. 

The  fittings  are  of  good  quality  and  design,  and  suitable  to  this  class  of  house.

THE   walls    up   to   first-floor   level    are  in  red  brick,  the  remainder  being   tile- 
hung,    and   the   roofs   are   tiled. 

The    living   room    is   larger   than   is    usual  in  a  house  of  this  size,  and  a 
very   pleasing   feature   is   the   large   tiled   verandah   on   to   which   it   opens. 

The   open    fireplace   in   this    room   is   specially   designed   in   brick   and  stone, 
and   has   a    wrought-iron   fire   basket. 

The   living   room,    hall,    and   kitchen   have   pitch-pine   wood-block   floors. 
Parts  of  ceilings  to  first  floor  slope. 

The   windows   are    wood   casements    divided   into   small    squEires,  and  curtain 
cornices   are   provided   for   several   of   the   rooms.

THE  staircase  lobby,  which  contains  a  space  for  cloak-room  and  lavatory, 
leaves  the  lounge  hall  to  be  utilised  as  a  third  sitting-room,  in  which  the 
small  bay,  with  window  seat  by  the  fireplace,  forms  a  cosy  corner. 
The  recessed  fireplaces  to  bedroom  No.  I  and  to  the  drawing-room  add  to 
the  sizes  of  these  rooms.

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THIS  design  exhibits  the  maximum  of  accommodation  in  a  small  area  with  a 
simple  and  unpretentious  appearance.  The  walls  of  the  bay  windows  up 
to  the  ground-floor  sills  are  rough-cast,  the  upper  part  of  the  bays  being 
in  half  timber,  stained  dark.  The  windows  are  wood  casements.  Internally,  the 
hall  is  the  main  feature  of  the  house,  and  is  of  ample  dimensions,  being  intended 
to  serve  as  the  living  room.  It  has  a  large  bay  facing  the  garden,  and  a  south 
aspect.  The  deeply  recessed  fireplace  is  well  screened  from  draughts,  with  small 
windows  at  either  side  looking  toward  the  road  and  entrance.  The  staircase  is 
separated  from  the  hall  by  an  open  wood  screen,  which  will  give,  with  an  open 
timber  ceiling,  a  cottage  appearance.  If  desired,  a  serving  hatch  to  the  dining 
room  can  be  placed  in  the  kitchen  wall,  as  shown  on  the  plan. 

A  cupboard  under  the  stairs  is  conveniently  placed  for  garden  tools.  The 
servants   can    reach   the   first   floor    without    disturbing   the   occupants    of   the  heJl.

THE  idea  in  this  design  has  been  to  produce  a  simple  and  picturesque  house 
at  a  reasonably  low  cost. 

The  walls  are  built  of  red  sand-faced  bricks  of  varying  tints,  with  tile  bands 
and  tile  quoins  to  the  windows  and  entrance  porch. 

The  sills  of  windows  are  also  formed  of  tile  courses.  The  windows  have 
wide  freuTies  with  iron  casements  glazed  with  leaded  lights,  with  broad  leads  in 
which  plain  decorative  portions  are  sparingly  introduced  to  give  points  of  interest. 

The  gables  are  rough-cast  above  the  windows. 

Internally  the  treatment  is  very  simple,  artistic  effect  being  given  by  the  use 
of  plain  flat  surfaces  of  good  proportion. 

The  staircase  has  a  leaded  glass  screen  between  it  and  the  sitting  hall,  and 
the  hall  floor  is  in  oak. 

All  principal  rooms  are  painted  white  and  finished  in  enamel,  and  suitably 
decorated. 

The  fittings  are  of  a  good  quality,  and  specially  designed  to  meet  the 
cheiracter  of  the  house.

THE  two  principal  points  in  this   house  are  economy  in  working  and  upkeep. 
The   scheme   gives    a   good-size   lounge   hall,   separated   from    the   staircase 
hall  by  an   oak   screen  ;    the    walls   of   the    lounge   hall   being   panelled  in 
oak,  euid  with  the  ceiling  joists  exposed. 

The  service  from  kitchen  to  dining-room  is  entirely  shut  off  from  the  hall. 
There  is  a  glazed  cupboard  in  wall  at  side  of  fireplace  for  books,  etc. 

The  loggia,  with  entrance  from  dravifing-room,  is  arranged  for  open-air  meals, 
with  a  service  from  pantry  at  one  end,  and  v^rith  a  glazed  screen  at  the  other 
end  forming  a  bay,  thus  giving  good  protection  during  the  roughest  weather. 

Large  cupboards  are  obtained  in  all  the  five  bedrooms. 

All  the  ground-floor  rooms  have  pitch-pine  wood-block  flooring. 

The  elevations  are  treated  in  a  simple  way  with  stone  entrance  porch — white 
rough-cast  walls,  and  dark-brown  sand-faced  tiles  for  the  roof. 

The  picturesque  character  of  the  chimney  stacks  and  the  Mansard  gables 
give  quaintness  and  feeling  to  the  design.

As  shown  in  the  perspective,  the  exterior  forms  a  pleasing  composition  of  a  rural 
type.  The  roof  will  be  of  red-faced  hand-made  tiles,  which  quickly  weather 
2uid  tone  down  in  colour.  The  v/cJls  are  of  red  facing  bricks  up  to  level 
of  ground-floor  window  sills,  of  varying  tones,  so  as  not  to  present  the 
hard,  unsympathetic  exterior  common  to  new  work.  The  upper  portion  of  the 
weJls  is  finished  with  rough-cast  slightly  tinted,  the  outside  shutters  to  windows 
being  painted  green.  The  windows  have  solid  wood  frames  and  casement  sashes. 
The  plan  is  compact,  and  convenience  of  working  is  evidenced  in  the  facility 
with  which  a  servcint  can  answer  the  front  door,  serve  the  dining-room  and  reach 
the  upper  floors  without  disturbing  the  occupants  of  the  hall.  The  double  doors 
from  the  kitchen  prevent  any  smell  of  cooking  from  penetrating  the  rest  of  the 
house.  The  dining-room  is  of  ample  width  for  service,  lit  by  windows  which 
should  face  east  and  south,  and  thus  be  open  to  the  morning  sun.  The  study 
should  face  south-west,  and  have  the  afternoon  sun  and  a  good  view  of  the 
garden.  The  verandah  is  approached  from  this  room  and  the  dining-room,  and 
would  thus  be  in  sunshine  the  greater  part  of  the  day.

THIS  house  has  been  designed  upon  simple  lines  in  a  free  Georgian  style,  and 
relies  upon  proportion  and  material  for  its  effectiveness,  its  chief  feature 
being  the  projection  of  the  dressing-room  on  first  floor  supported  by  columns, 
thus  providing  an  emiple  yet  dignified  entrance  porch  in  keeping  writh  the  design. 

In  the  drawing-room,  the  arch  enclosing  the  fireplace  forms  a  chimney   corner. 

The  access  from  bedroom  No.  I  direct  into  the  bathroom  enables  the  latter  to 
be  used  as  a  dressing-room  if  required.

NE    of   the  features   of    this   house   is    the    large   hall,    with   barrel   vaults   in 
the    ceiling    over. 


Each  of  the  three  reception  rooms  has  a  South  aspect.  With  folding  doors 
inserted  between  these  three  rooms,  dances  and  receptions  could  be  held  to  great 
advantage. 

The  verandah,  of  spacious  dimensions,  also  of  South  aspect,  would  be  found 
a   delightful   adjunct   to   the   house.

THE  exterior  represents  a  type  of  house  frequently  built  in  the  fifteenth  and 
sixteenth  centuries,  and  still  to  be  seen  in  the  southern  home  counties, 
with  its  half-timber  elevation,  projecting  first  floor,  tiled  roof,  lancet  windows 
and  leaded  lights  to  the  hall,  and  the  long,  low,  leaded  windows  to  the  rooms. 
Internally  the  chief  features  are  the  central  hall,  extending  the  full  height 
of  the  house,  and  the  large  drawing  room,  twenty-one  feet  long,  which  has 
a  deeply  recessed  fireplace,  with  windows  on  either  side.  The  kitchen  and 
offices  are  grouped  together  at  the  north  end  and  separated  from  the  rest  of 
the  house  by  a  passctge  and  two  doors.  A  hatchway  leading  from  the  hall  to  the 
dining  room  will  facilitate  service.  Upstairs  the  first-floor  landing  forms  a  gcJlery 
to  the  hall,  from  which  are  approached  the  bedrooms  and  the  lobby  to  the  bathroom, 
W.C.,  and  housemaid's  closet,  this  lobby  effectually  protecting  their  privacy. 

The   servants'    bedrooms  are  up  another  flight  of  stairs,  ample    storage   space 
being   provided   at   either   side   of   the   rooms    under   the    slope   of   the    roof.

THE  design  of  this  house  is  based  upon  the  old-fashioned  picturesque  farmhouse 
style,  with  long  roofs  and  large  tapering  chimneys,  the  heuroony  of  the 
colours  of  the  several  materials  giving  a  pleasing  effect.  The  roofs  are 
covered  with  dark  hand-made  sand-faced  tiles.  All  walls  and  chimneys  are  covered 
with  rough-cast,  and  there  are  wide  eaves  with  ornamental  wrought-iron  brackets. 
The  main  entrance  has  Bath  stone  dressings,  the  windows  have  wood  frames,  and 
casements  with  leaded  lights,  and  are  painted  brown.  The  hall  is  so  arranged 
that  it  can  be  used  as  a  third  reception  room.  In  the  drawing  room  the  fireplace 
is  formed  into  an  ingle  by  the  archway.  The  dining  room  has  recess  for  sideboard, 
and  the  firaplace  is  placed  in  angle  of  room,  thus  leaving  the  whole  floor-space  of 
the  room  free.  The  bedrooms  are  all  arranged  so  that,  although  screened  from 
draught,  side-light  is  obtainable  to  each  bed.  The  central  position  of  bathroom  is 
most  convenient,  and  can  be  used  as  a  dressing  room  in  connection  with  bedroom 
No.   1 ,  to  which  there  is  a  sepeu'ate  door.

THE  desirability  of  one  really  large  and  comfortable  reception  room  has  been 
kept  in  view  in  planning  this  house,  and  whether  this  room  be  called  a 
dining  room,  drawing  room,  or  parlour,  the  value  of  one  such  room  will 
be  at  once  realised.  With  regard  to  materials,  the  cost  of  maintenance  has  been 
reduced  as  much  as  possible.  The  woodwork  inside  is  stained  a  warm  brown, 
and  the  walls  in  some  cases  covered  with  wood  panelling,  which  forms  a 
permement   and   constructive   decoration.

The  walls  are  of  red  sand-faced  bricks  in  varying  colours,  and  the 
windows  consist  of  simple  moulded  brick  mullions,  heads,  and  sills,  with  iron 
casement  and  leaded  lights  fixed  direct  to  the  brickwork  without  the  use  of 
wood  frames. 

The  leaded  lights  have  wide  leads  and  square  panes,  relieved  here  and  there 
by  diagonal  panes. 

The  roofs  aure  covered  with  rough  sand-faced  tiles  of  varying  colours. 

A  feature  is  made  of  the  verandah,  which  communicates  with  both  the  drawing 
and  dining  rooms,  and  the  upper  portion  of  the  building  is  carried  on  round  brick 
piers  in  the  form  of  columns,  built  of  specially  made  bricks. 

The  bay  on  the  garden  front  is  carried  up  both  floors,  and  roofed  by  a  gable 
covered  with  rough  elm  weather  boarding. 

The  front  gable  is  built  up  of  solid  chestnut  timbering  filled  in  with  thin  red 
bricks,  the  adjoining  gable  being  finished  with  elm  weather  boeirding. 

The  front  door  is  in  oak. 

Internally  the  woodwork  is  treated  in  a  dignified  and  simple  manner  consistent 
with  the  design,  the  linings  of  the  windows  being  formed  of  plaster,  and  showing 
red  brick  mullions  and  jambs. 

The  staircase  is  of  Oregon  pine,  and  the  hall  floor  in  oak. 

The  beeims  supporting  the  ceiling  over  hall  and  dining  room  eire  in  oak.

THIS   house   has    been    designed   with    a    view    to    breadth   of   treatment,    and 
heavy   beams   have   been   inserted   externcJly    to   this    end. 

The   walls,    which    are   covered   with   white    duresco    or   cement   wash 
and    sand,    have    a    red-brick   plinth    of    uneven    colouring. 

The  heavy  timbered  framing  is  in  chestnut,  left  rough  from  the  saw  and 
with  adze  marks  left  on  and  pins  projecting.  The  timbering  to  entrance  and 
staircase    projection   is    in    oak. 

The   roof   is   covered   with   old,    or   imitation    old,    rough    sand-faced    tiles. 

Tile  courses,  window  sills,  panels  and  quoins  are  left  red  and  used  as 
vi^eatherings. 

Internally  the  staircase  and  halls  eu'e  treated  in  oak  with  posts  and  beams 
and  panelled  walls  to  the  height  of  the  picture  rail.  The  floors  of  the  halls 
are   also   oak. 

The  windows  have  wide  frames,  with  iron  casements  and  leaded  lights  with 
broad   leads. 

A  feature  is  made  of  the  hall  and  open  well  staircase,  which  is  surrounded 
by    an    open    gallery   having   a   groined   ceiling. 

The   design   of   the   interior   generally   is   of   a   severe    and   simple    nature.

THIS  house,  which  is  designed  in  the  Georgian  style,  one  of  the  best  and 
most  appreciated  styles  of  English  architecture,  would  suit  any  locality.

ALL  the  rooms  are  of  very  ample  dimensions,  one  of  the  chief  features  being 
the  large  hall,  which  extends  through  the  two  floors,  thus  forming  a  gallery 
on  the  first  floor,  with  the  bedrooms  grouped  around.  This  method  of 
planning  gives  a  bold  and  dignified  appearance,  and  no  space  is  wasted  in  passages. 
The  walls  externally  are  faced  with  red  bricks  up  to  the  first-floor  level,  the 
remaining  portions  being  tile-hung,  with  the  bays  in  half-timber  work.  The  roof 
is  tiled.  The  principal  windows  on  entrance  front  are  carried  out  in  stone,  with 
stone  mullions  and  transomes.  The  windows  are  casement  sashes,  most  of 
them  having  transomes,  the  top  sashes  being  filled  with  leaded  lights.  The  wood- 
work throughout  would  be  stained  dark  brown,  and  oiled  to  match  oakwork.
